KISSING BECOMING AN IMPORTANT FACTOR, J 

Kissing is evidently becoming an important part of the political game, fcr 
two of the most eminent osculators, Hobson, of Alabama, and Hoch, of Kansas, 
have received nominations from their respective parties. But there is a vast 
difference between the Hobson, of Democratic brand, and the Hoch, of ^Repub - 
lican grade. In the case of Hobson, many women seemed anxious to be kissed, 
while the latest reported attempt of Hoch, although he is governor of Kansas, 
the lady in the case repulsed him. That should settle Hoch’s case with the 
voters. 

TOUGH ON “THE BOYS.” 

Speaker Cannon a few weeks ago was certain that Congress would adjourn 
at an early date, and “the boys" would go home, mend their political fences, 
by pointing to what they had accomplished and be triumphantly re-elected. But 
the -Speaker is now more pessimistic and evidently feels that “the boys” are 
not on easy street, for_he says: “I see no prospect of an early adjounrment. 
We’ll be here some time yet.” And what makes the voters disgusted is that 
the Republican majority has not put a law on the statute books, with a vestige 
of reform in it, up to date, and this is the party that boasts of “doing things.” 

POLITICAL CAMPAIGN EXPENSES. 

In the discussion of the bill now pending in Congress for requiring that all 
contributions to political committees shall be reported to the Clerk of the House 
of Representatives, some very interesting statistical matter was^brought out. 
It was shown that from the very beginning of its career the Republican party 
has relied largely on the use of money in elections, and that in 1896 its national 
campaign fund amounted to sixteen million five hundred thousand dollars, while 
that of the Democrats reached on’y $375,000. In 1900, the Republicans spent 
$9,500,000 and the Democrats $425,000. Strong efforts have been* made to dis- 
cover how much money Mr. Bliss and Mr. Cortelyou received in 1904; but 
though it has been proven that they and Mr. Babcpck got enormous sums from ! 

the life insurance companies, and has been charged and not denied, that they ! 
also received large sums from the trusts and railroads, it has been impossible | 
to discover how much money was expended by the party of corruption and 1 
special privilege. 

Many of these contributions were taken from trust -funds by men like Per- 
kins, McCurdy, McCall and Hyde, and District Attorney Jerome, of New York, 
who has had Perkins arrested on the charge of larceny, said that if Perkins is 1 
guilty, then it follows that Bliss, the treasurer, and Cortelyou, the Chairman ! 
of the Republican national committee, are guilty of receiving stolen goods, 
knowing them to be stolen. 

This may account for the silence of the President respecting these contri- 
butions. He would, no doubt, have ordered the stolen money to be restored to 
the life insurance companies, if it were not that restitution of stolen goods by 
the receivers after discovery, would amount to a confession of larceny and put 
the President’s friends. Bliss and Cortelyou, in the same predicament with Per- 
kins— a fact which would sadly interfere with the gayety of the President’s 
official faimly. He would not compel the members of that family to give evi- 
dence against themselves by restoring money stolen from widows and orphans 
who have no votes. That would be “a miscarriage of justice,” almost as bad 
as that for which hehampooned Judge Humphrey in his recent message to Con- 
gress. 

o 

WHAT IS LIBEL? 

If the laws governing words or charges which are put in writing should be 
made applicable to words spoken, there would be few men and’few womenjwho 
i would escape the pains of the law. But the statutes are diverse on the subject 
and the question: “What is libel?” is the pertinent and interesting question. 
It is reasonable and sound to define libel as a written or a printed statement 
designed to do injury to some person and published with malicious intent, for 
malice is the essential element of libel. 

Libel is one thing the reputable newspaper seeks to avoid, for the publisher 
of that class of newspapers not alone appreciates the public support ihe re- 
ceives, but is careful of the reputation and character of the individual units 
making up the sum total of the community in which he publishes his paper. 

There can be no malice in a mistake. Neither can therejbe [malice on the 
part of the newspaper in the publication of the news, if of public interest to 
a community, provided the usual and the ordinary means of verification are 
employed in the investigation of, the item— and yet as in remarks made by indi- 
viduals, tthe reputable newspaper is sometimes imposed upon or isjnistaken— 
but there has never yet been an instance where the reputable citizen, or the 
reputable newspaper, has not hastened to make all due reparation possible, and 
to place the parties affected in their proper light before the community and in 
a manner as public and as conspicuous as was given to the item containing the 
mistake. 

It is not given to man to go through this life without mistakes accompany- 
ing his walk ; neither is it possible for the newspaper to go through its career 
without falling into errors at times — but the errors are always Regrettable and 
haste i“ always made to do that which the circumstances of the case require, 
case require. 

Of course that sort of acknowledgement fails to suit the damage suit lawyer 
o' the ambulance chaser, but it is a course which commends itself to a diserm- 
imting community and always will.

Denver Girl Tried Over a Dozen 
Ways to End Her Life.

After having vainly tried nearly a 
dozen different novel emthods of com- 
mitting suicide Miss Mamie Hendricks, 
19 years old, of Denver, Col., drove 
needles into her head with a hammer, 
and after she had driven them as far 
as they would go, broke them off, leav- 
ing the broken pieces sticking in her 
skulk Later she took a butcher knife 
and tried to bore a hole in her head 
with it. A reoerd of the gill’s various 
attempts at >uicide as follows : 

July 23, it 02, drank half a pint bf 
varnish; Oct. 8, 1902, drank concentrat- 
ed lye ; Sept. 25, 1903, took Peruna and 
ink ; Jan. 14, 1904, drank concentrated 
lye ; Oct. 25, 1904, took eyesalve inter- 
nally; Nov. 13, 19(5 f ?ut her forehead 
with a knife; April 12, 190, pierced a 
hole in her head with a darning needle 
and tried to bore a hole in it with- a 
knife. 

The latest attempt followed the 
ridicule of neighborhood bi>ys a*ter 
Miss Hendricks had injured herself by 
a fall down stairs.

’"Carl Schurz, v. idely known as a pub- 
licist and former cabinet member, died 
at his home in New York city at 4 :35 
o’clock, yesterdiy morning.

More or less mystery has surrounded 
the death of Gen. Custer in the famous 
massacre on the banks of the Little Big 
Hom in the Sioux country, in the early 
60 s, and the account of the white his- 
torians have always been taken a little 
doubtfully. Chief Rain-In-the-Face 
boastfully declared throughout his life, 
that the fearless Indian fighter met his 
death at his own hands, but this is 
denied bv Chief Shot-In-The-Eye, one 
of the old Sioux Indians, who waspre- 
ent at the masssacre, and is authority 
for the statement that Custer commit- 
ted suicide by turning his revolver upon 
himself, after almost all his followers 
had been killed, and there was no hope 
for the remainder. 

Shot-In-The-Eye was n command of 
body of Indians that occupied the top 
of a bluff close to the battle ground, his 
duty being to guard against escape by 
way of a pass, and he was a witness 
of the battle. He declared that the 
white historians estimated the Indian 
forces at about 3,000 whereas there 
were 8,000 warriors camped just across 
the river. It was impossible for all 
these to get into the fight, and only 
about 5,000 of them were in the army 
that surrounded the little squad of 
United States soldiers and killed every 
one of them. 

After passing through the pass in 
the bluffs which let him in upon the 
Indian camp, Custer brought his com- 
mand to a halt in a little basin, admir- 
ably suited for defensive fighting, and 
proceeded to reconnoiter. He evi- 
dently underestimated the number of 
Indians, as after a night's rest he mov- 
ed his little command from the hollow 
out on the plains, into the very trap 
the Indians had been laying for him 
over night. Once out of the hollow 
Custer was soon surrounded without his 
knowing it, and he kept on with his ad- 
vance. 

He saw Indians moving across the 
river, apparently retreating, and was 
puzzled by their actions. He finally 
stopped and fired a volley into the 
i tepees, and the fight begsn. The In- 
! dian warriors under the bank, raised 
i and began such a deadly fire that the 
j soldiers w r ere taken by surprise, and 
i fell back towards the bluff agin. Not 
knowing the danger behind them, they 
retreated up the hill side, and were 
, rushing for the protection of the ridges 
i and gullies on a gallop when they 
were met with a volley from the 
' Indians laying in ambush there. Near- 
ly the whole command was killed at the 
first fire, and the remainder, seeing 
i that they were doomed, gathered in a 
triangle, and kept fighting doggedly, 
j closing up as their number decreased. 

Finally when not more than a dozen 
men remained, Custer, who was un- 
harmed, knowing that he had been 
spared in the hope of capturing and 
torturing him, fired the last shot- from 
his revolver into his own head, and in 
a short time the balance of the men 
had fallen. Chief Shot-In-The-Eye has 
declared that only one man escaped, 
an officer, who, after riding away from 
his pursuers, halted his horse, pulled 
his rveolver, and killed himself.

FLIES BY THE TON 

Exported From Brazil and Car- 
ried to England. 

A ton of dead flies was the strange 
cargo a vessel from Brazil unloaded at 
the London docks. Dead flies are ad- 
mirahle food for chickens, birds in cap- 
tivity and captive fish. But there be- 
ing no flies to speak of in England, 
those in search of this delicacy for 
their animals have to send to Brazil, 
where there are flies on everything. 
The River Amazon abounds with flies. 
Brazilians float down the stream in 
boat and scoop in millions of flies which 
circle in dense clouds just above the 
water’s edge. The flies are killed, dri- 
ed thoroughly in the sun and packed in 
bags. They are then shipped. 

Dead flies constitute one of ’the richest 
foods for animals. For chickens thf» 
flies are mixed with other ingredients, 
such as millet and com. By them- 
sejves the flies are too rich, but their 
power of nourishment is so great that a 
small quantity of them has a most ben- 
eficial effect. 

Two years ago the Brazilian govern- 
ment stopped the exportation, being 
afraid that the fish in the rivers would 
suffer by being deprived of this fly 
food. But the prohibition has been re- 
moved. 

Formerly dead flies sold at 10 cents a 
pound, but the demand has so grown 
and the supply so lessened that £0 
cents a pound is now charged. One ten 
of flies fills a large room, as there are 
only fifteen pounds of flies to a 
bushel.
